exciting discoveries that implied 
new hope, new beginnings, new deals, 
new frontiers, new methods installing 
plumbing, new anything. 

the day this man was born, the 
Senate debated for damn long time, 
too the reapportionment cotton- 
and tobacco-acreage allotments. Mean- 
while, the House, congressman rose 
announce that the national debt 
$37.5 billion figured out $37.50 “for 
every minute since the dawn the 
Christian era.” Well, what more could 
the birthday boy expect? Daniel Webster 
was long dead May 1938; the closest 
thing great rhetoric that day 
Congress came when 
quoted the equally dead William Jen- 
nings Bryan. 

There was, course, great orator, 


and not bad pol, the White House. 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt not 
record having sent telegram 
congratulations the parents the new 
boy, but this was understandable, FDR 
had been busy submitting messages 
Congress. seemed that Roosevelt 
sensed something that others either 
wished avoid thinking about 
wished resist that something being 
the possibility another world war. 

That week, FDR signed what was then 
the largest Navy appropriation bill 
peacetime history $500 million. And 
the Senate took break from bickering 
over cotton and tobacco acreage allow- 
ances, its members debated $1.5 
billion Navy-expansion program. But 
FDR was pushy sort, the type who 
insisted using the presidency lead 
forcefully. Even the senators debated 
that proposal, the president asked for yet 
another $25 million begin work two 
new battleships, thus bringing the total 
number battlewagons either planned 
under construction nine.

That’s what Europe thinking now 
not war.” 

few hours after the boy was born, 
Senator Arthur Vandenberg, the Mich- 
igan isolationist, introduced into the 
Congressional Record petition 
“sundry citizens Gobles, Michigan.” 
proclaimed: “We, the women the 
United States America, will fight the 
ranks necessary defend our country, 
but hereby declare that will 
neither support any way wars carried 
foreign countries nor submit the 
drafting our men for foreign service.” 

With the retrospection years, the 
petition seems naive. Yet there are 
petitions even now against nuclear 
weapons, against military spending, 
against war both specific and general, 
against the draft, and even against 
registering for the draft. Those who 
petition now are not isolationists, but 
their fear war real that the 
women from Gobles, Michigan. 

That the isolationists 1938 were 
proved wrong does not mean that the 
protesters 1983 are similarly mis- 
guided. The birthday boy, now middle- 
aged, believes not. But there some flash 
point, wonders, some turn events 
that forces nation prepare for 
actually war? And who defines that 
point? The middle-aged man thinks 
are nowhere near that point, and 
relies his instincts guide him, but 
too does the president rely his own 
instincts, and the man does not trust the 
president the way the boy trusted Roose- 
velt. 


really don’t know for sure who lies 
and who tells the truth. Turning years 
old does not suddenly open new vistas 
human nature. does not trust the 
Russians, and does not trust his own 
leadership. Some say that when was 
born, those good old days, trust was 
more plentiful commodity. thinks 
not. FDR had defy trust and play 
games. had pretend that were 
not preparing for war, all the while 
preparing for best could. 

look back now the events and 
words that week May 1938 
see how futile are the hopes mankind. 
That week, Vienna, storm troopers 
gathered the Jews the parks and forced 
them goose-step. They taunted them, 
laughed them, dehumanized them. 

“Jews!” the official Nazi newspaper 
Vienna warned. “Abandon all hope. Our 
net fine that you will not find hole 
through which you can slip return 
the fleshpots Egypt. There only 
one possibility for you: emigrate 
someone will accept you.” 

Jewish family Austria had watched 
the storm troopers march down the 
avenue their way make Austria part 
the Third Reich. They hearkened the 
warnings and took their little boy 
America. Two decades later, that young 
man brought here child became 
friends with the American born May 
1938, and talked more than once 
that close call. knew how lucky 
had been. Other Jews could not leave, 
perhaps would not, because, like 
Americans who wished not believe the 
worst, they believed the same Nazi 
promise “no pogroms” 
and its insistence that land 

What lies, the man wonders, are being 
told now and whom? Where are 
being led? And willingly, full 
agreeing disagreeing because the 
first easy and the second chic? 

The man doesn’t know for sure. Not 
knowing for sure seems happen more 
frequently with increasing age. 
perhaps function, least by- 
product, changing times. the day 
the man was born, Bishop William 
Lawrence told the annual convention 
the Episcopal Diocese Ford Hall, 
somewhat bewildered man these 
fast-moving days. have lived long life 
and now many things are discovered 
just the opposite what they used 
bewildered.” 

wanted much believe. Our 
advertisements were simple statements 
what seemed reasonable truths. 
Ballplayers ate Wheaties, Breakfast 
Champions.” And not just any old 
ballplayers. Jimmy Fox ate them, did 
Joe Vosmik, Rudy York, and Hank 
Greenberg. Pete Fox, the Tiger out- 
fielder, ate Wheaties, newspaper 
advertisement May 1938, informed 
its readers. the time, Pete Fox had the 
second-highest batting average, .433, 
baseball.

The 
advertisement did not indicate whether 
also ate Wheaties. One assumed 
did. 

Cereal, milk, juice, toast, eggs. The 
staples. Farm fresh, course, was 
said those pushing them. One did not 
talk hear carcinogens nitrites. 
Whether too much milk produced too 
much calcium and whether white-bread 
toast lacked nutritional value were things 
people didn’t think worry about. The 
adult world that received the boy May 
1938, did not question authority 
the boy, now grown, and his contem- 
poraries. General Electric advertised 
that “the American worker has more 
because produces more,” why, even 
the tail end the Depression, would 
anyone even wish question that? And 
even that were postulate and gospel, 
certainly one wanted imagine 
time when should cease true.

years, least have developed the 
confidence question statements, 
motives, and claims superiority 
those touting their nationalism, moral- 
ity, line products. “Credere. Ob- 
bedire. men 
urged their fellow Italians, “Believe. 
Obey. Fight.” few years, there would 
nothing left believe but survival,

fighting, the Italians indeed would fight 
they would turn and fight the Fascists, 
who had betrayed them.

economic climate has been leave 
place certain policies instituted his 
predecessor, Jimmy Carter. 

Which doesn’t mean that Reagan and 
the Republicans had drastic 
effect the economic status 
individual Americans. It’s just that their 
primary, and probably only, concern was 
how the pie was distributed, not how big 
the pie would be. Reagan has succeeded 
splendidly his making sure the 
American rich got more the world’s 
goods, and the American poor less. The 
wretched injustice that policy was 
magnified because times were harsh, and 
hence more were poor than has 
been usual since World War II. Now that 
times are better for most folks, it’s the 
profound hope the Republicans that 
more will forgive the past pain 
hope future gain, and forget entirely 
those mired permanent economic 
hardship. Never before has there been 
such frank reliance the party 
power this country the sentiment 
“Bang the bell, Jack, I’m the bus.” 

Reagan’s hapless opponents, the 
Democrats, missed the bus several 
city blocks. They took the recession 
political godsend, and last year’s 
elections they repeated time and again 
that Reagan was the cause the money 
woes descending upon the republic. 
Now that the upturn has begun, these 
overblown denunciations have 
rebounded onto their utterers. There’s 
rough justice that well. The 
Democrats, not content criticize how 
Reagan sliced the pie, chose castigate 
him for its general shrinkage well. 
They took Reaganomics its absurd face 
value, some miracle plan give all 
Americans more money, and then said, 
the miracle?” The truth, 
that takes lot money run our 
social programs, and the 
proposition that that money makes for 
better society, were deemed too 
politically explosive. effect, the 
opposition endorsed the Republican 
view that bottom, the American voter 
greedy churl interested only his 
her own 

The post-polling following 
balloting was fascinating. 
People and large thought Reagan was 
doing poor job managing the 
economy but they didn’t blame him 
for the recession. That, most said, was 


Jimmy fault. Not for the first 
time, the electorate had better grip 
what was going than the elected. 
The recession has merely 
been the most violent swing the 
inflation-recession cycle the past 
decade. Its violence can laid two 
specific events, neither which Ronald 
Reagan was around deal with. First, 
the OPEC price rises 
superheated our (and the world’s) 
inflation rate. Second, mid-’79 Carter 
appointed Paul Volcker head the 
Federal Reserve Board, with the explicit 
mandate bring inflation under control 
any means necessary. The other 
Western industrial countries made 
similar commitments slaying what 


called (and still call) the “inflation 
dragon.” 


head our nation’s central bank, 
Volcker charge monetary policy. 
That say, the Fed largely determines 
how much money, both cold cash and 
debt, there the economy, and how 
much the debt will cost. shrinking the 
money supply, and making debt more 
expensive raising interest rates, any 
central bank can reduce inflation. 
there’s not much money around, the 
supply goods tends catch with 
demand, and prices don’t much. 

But like everything else, deflation has 
price tag. this case was more 
expensive than anyone had dreamed. 
Americans buy houses and cars credit. 
Houses cars, noted, are the 
catalysts for our economy’s growth 
decline. When credit became dear, 
Americans put off buying houses 
cars, because they afford the 
borrowed money those purchases 
require. The big-ticket purchases are 
easier postpone than groceries, 
medical bills, baby’s new shoes. 

the American economy began 
slow. Because gasoline was expensive, 
and because the American auto industry 
just wasn’t making good enough cars, 
people bought foreign autos when they 
bought all. And the single most 
important American industry began its 
worst decline history. the midst 
and because this mess, Reagan 
was elected over Carter. Reagan had 
hammered hard the inflation rate. And 
he’d hammered hard the nascent 
recession that was already fact much 
the industrial Midwest. The Reagan 
plan would end all that.

The Reagan plan, now well 
known, had three components. The 
major fiscal idea was cut taxes, 
especially taxes affecting business and 
the well-to-do. This was stimulate the 
economy. The second idea was take 
the money devoted social programs 
the billions the government spent and 
gave its citizens, particularly the poor 
ones and spend munitions. This 
was stem the Soviet menace, and act 
Reagan’s belief that government not 
the vehicle for helping the unfortunate. 
The third was continue work 
the Federal Reserve fight inflation. 
These three policies were dubbed 
“Reaganomics” and lumped together 
coherent idea, but truth they 
contradicted one another. 

Cutting taxes was always the most 
important part, and the most popular, 
and was done. But spending 
cut merely was shifted bombs and 
away from grants. Accordingly, the 
Reagan budgets featured deficits 
staggering size. 1968, running both the 
Great Society and the Vietnam War, 
Lyndon Johnson had federal budget 
some $172 billion. For fiscal 1984, after 
slashing federal social spending, and 
with the nation peace, Ronald Reagan 
presented estimated budget with 
deficit $185 billion. 

Deficits are sometimes good, 
sometimes bad. 1981, what the deficit 
projections did was interact dramatically 
with the Fed’s determination keep 
money tight. When the government buys 
money finance its debts, the amount 
borrowable money available the rest 
shrinks, and left gets more 
expensive. late 1981, interest rates 
the cost money were level 
unheard-of the history American 
commerce. And American commerce 
slowed extent unheard-of since the 
‘Ws. 

takes while for the decision 
send kid UMass-Boston instead 
Princeton, affect his fellow citizens. 
But those deferred dreams eventually 
help spoil others’ dreams, and and 
on. Economies have momentum, and 
once the downward skid starts, takes 
lot impetus change direction. 

The Reagan tax cuts didn’t have 
enough impetus so, because they 
didn’t give consumers enough money 
offset the higher cost borrowing. 


this problem most affected 
business, which had lobbied long and 
hard for the cuts. And the recession 
merely national, but worldwide. 
sell enough goods either 
home abroad stem the downslide. 
And the downslide was most 
pronounced the basic industries that 
employ the most Americans 
construction, autos, steel, lumber. 
Unemployment, the most painful part 
any recession, was unnaturally severe 
and unusually painful this one. 

All recessions end. What finally 
broke the downward momentum this 
recession wasn’t any policy the 
Reagan administration (which spent the 
bad year 1982 telling people things 
would all better and by), but again 
two factors outside the 
control. First, the worldwide recession 
led insufficient demand for oil, and 
actual drop its price. money was 
available spent regular folks 
instead Mobil the United Arab 
Emirates. Second, Volcker and the Fed 
decided that recession was more 
immediate threat than inflation. They 
declared the dragon dead and increased 
the money supply, lowering interest 
rates. Given the slightest reason so, 
people will stop deferring dreams. Buy 
car 9.9 percent? Why not? beats 15. 
Swing mortgage for three points less? 
for it. You can’t escape one iron law 
economics: with more money around, 
people buy more things with it. 

The new spurt borrowing and 
buying has not yet driven prices back up. 
Inflation returned because the 
welcome problems the oil merchants. 
Fuel such vital commodity that its 
price declining, it’s practically 
impossible for the general inflation rate 
increase. Tomatoes and potatoes may 
not cheaper, nor Brooks Brothers suits, 
but oil is, the cost living will likely 
stay stable. 

Carter’s man, Volcker, has been 
extraordinarily efficient public servant. 
was hired end inflation, and did 
it. When felt inflation had been ended, 
reversed course order stimulate 
prosperity. Although the economy still 
weak, has improved, some areas 
dramatically, ever since Volcker and the 
Fed decided let money back into the 
system reinflate (partially) what 
deflated. But term Fed 
chief expires this summer, and Reagan 
may well choose not reappoint him. 
Volcker living rebuff one the 
stupider lies that knew 
how end inflation without pain and, 
such, politically vulnerable. That, 
least, the opinion Ronald 
political staff, who feel the recession 
requires some tangible human sacrifice. 
The financial community, contrast, 
reveres Volcker. After all, they were the 
maiden staked out front the dragon.

Settling court 


trial brings little law King

The cognoscenti knew 


from the first reports the 
bloody events July King 
Court, low-rent 
Chelsea motel and strip joint, 
hard the the produce market 
near the Everett line, where the 
big semis cool after the long haul. 
And became crystal clear the 
murder trial four Everett police 
officers moved through its third 
week Middlesex Superior 
Court. No, the chain events 
that left Everett Patrolman John 
McLeod beaten into semi-con- 
sciousness, and left 54-year-old 
Vincent Bordonaro beaten 
badly would die, was never 
meant for the halls justice. 

The eight friends Bordonaro 
who also were badly beaten 
and around Room 209 are not the 
kind who sue. the tough 
suburbs north Boston, there’s 
brand justice that’s meted out 
parking lots and the streets. 
resolves disputes means 
“out-of-court settlements,” 
one defense attorney put last 
week. But don’t mistake for 
civil law. For the cops and victims 
involved this shadowy drama, 
it’s part the via vecchia, their 
way life. 

sure, nothing about 
those events last summer jibes 
even remotely with lawfulness 
most citizens know it. The ul- 
timately terrifying scenario 
began, after all, with lawman 
breaking the law with off-duty 
Patrolman McLeod badass 
bar with drink his hand long 
after closing time. drinking 
after hours notorious hang- 
out, McLeod was way out 
bounds and knew it. The 
brashness that act alone will 
difficult for the defense mini- 
mize explain away. 

Moreover, according the 
testimony early witnesses 
the case, some time 
around 3:30 a.m. the nervy pa- 
trolman pushed his luck. 
began shooting his mouth off and 
making nuisance himself, 
according these bar patrons 
who testified that they became 
victims the cops. “I’m the 
partner the cop who clubbed 
your son,” McLeod was said 
have bragged Alfred “Da” 
Mattuchio, proud, 50-year-old 


man with short fuse, 


and reputation with the police 
for worse. 

Although Mattuchio was never 
indicted for it, had been, 
according the cops, the chief 
auxiliary policeman. 
And, the cops believe, Mat- 
tuchio’s motive was revenge.

braggadocio could have been 
predicted.

Indeed, 
back November 1980, those 
hordes overworked, under- 
paid, and consequently starving 
and struggling Boston-based free- 
lance writers and would-be 
writers were what called 
“gluttons for suffering.”

need their services, the Word 
Guild grew the point 
boasting better than 3000 dues- 
paying members. Then col- 
lapsed its own weight and 
attempted voluntary liquidation 
the face what subsequently 
proved nearly half-million 
dollars’ worth debts. 

have none that, said 
the angry creditors who dragged 
Zelda into bankruptcy court fol- 
lowing the discovery that, the 
company’s dire final days, three 
months’ worth supposed Blue 
Cross and Harvard Community 
Health Plan benefits paid 
108 members had simply van- 
ished, leaving those members 
without their money their 
health insurance.

Not, 
course, that many those 
creditors could have 
expected get much, any, 
their money back, given that 
freelancers were owed dollar 
amounts ranging from $150 
$3300 per person, and that least 
one would-be investor lost full 
$75,000. (Indeed, December, 
1980, report prepared 
Trustee William Tucker esti- 
mated that all $220,000 was 
owed investors and lenders, 
another $105,000 “trade credi- 
tors,” and grand total $75,000 
those starving freelancers.) 
Especially since the Word Guild 
also happened owe the state 
and the IRS some $25,000 back 
taxes. 

But that was then. Now, with 
bankruptcy court Judge Thomas 
Lawless the verge, finally, 
settling this sad case, comes word 
that every penny the mere 
$29,770.86 remaining the Word 
estate might well end 
the hands the lawyers who 
have been wrangling over this 
bankruptcy proceeding. 

least, turns out, the unpaid 
legal fees accrued this mess 
already amount better than 
“150 percent the estate 
balance,” according motion 
filed Trustee Tucker 
April 12, arguing that these fees 
are “excessive” and that those 
unpaid, screwed-over freelancers 
really should get priority. For the 
record, this motion also neatly 
sums the creditors’ suspicions 
about the Word Guild. “The 
fidence game several levels,” 
says. “By diverting cash flow 


herself and keeping legitimate 
claimants bay, Mrs. Fischer 
was able live funds which 
investors thought were buying 
equity interest profit-seeking,

was extorting money. 

Collatos’s 
ment with the federal investiga- 
tion has started new waves 
rumors and paranoia City Hall 
during the last two weeks. The 
paranoia reached flood level 
April 21, when, for least the 
third time since Attorney 
William Weld initiated the 
multi-pronged probe into politi- 
cal corruption, word spread 
through the middle levels the

The paranoia

There are signs showing 
little trucks slashed with red near 
every entrance ramp. There 
electric eye Storrow, 
activated too-tall vehicles, that 
sets off blinking warning.

VEGETABLE MATTERS 
report May’s produce 


Rain, ah, wonderful rain. Spring 
rains the cycle begins anew. 
More rains the water tables 
build up. More rains still ah, 
the land fully saturated. And 
yet more rains oh, 
washout. 

Spring rains are terrific, critical, 
necessary. unless has 
been raining steadily all winter. 
Unfortunately, this just what 
has been happening our major 
winter/spring growing areas. 


the weather begins dry 
out somewhat and growers return 
the fields assess their crops, 
most Southeast growers are 
finding that, because their soil 
sandy and thus drains well, their 
harvests are simply being 
delayed few weeks. For 
example, some principal Florida 
vegetables still have chance 
approach normal volume their 
final harvest period May and 
June. Georgia and the Carolinas, 
where heavier-than-normal rains 

interrupted spring plantings, are 
reporting two- and three-week 
delays their harvests, but 
disasters. 

And even though the whole 
East Coast has been hit this 
series rainstorms, the fact that 
the harvests have begun their 
spring migration back the 
coast means that new growing 
areas from Florida New Jersey 
are coming into production. And 
with more diversified areas 
moving onto line, becoming 
less and less likely that serious 
losses one will radically alter 
overall supplies. short, 
can get reasonable drying-out 
period, spring produce should 
rebound fairly well. 


Vegetables 

May, vegetable harvests are 
strung out all along the Atlantic 
seaboard. Florida sending 
good supplies carrots, celery, 
and Chinese cabbage. These 


items are not affected the 
excessive rains and cool weather 
the more perishable ones are. 
Expect good quality through the 
spring. 

But several items out Florida 
are still struggling: green beans, 
eggplants, peppers, tomatoes, 
and corn. Green beans respond 
very quickly weather they 
were immediately affected the 
moisture but the air dries 
out they are one the first crops 
recover their composure. With 
the Mexico green-bean deal 
completed and California’s just 
starting, good thing that the 
East Coast deal (from Florida 
the Carolinas) quickly moving 
back line. Eggplant supplies 
are off some the fruit did not 
set particularly well, because 
the adverse conditions. Although 
there any major supply 
gap, there will rise 
eggplant prices. Bell peppers 
were mostly slowed down, and 
the quality some them was 
affected. But the weather holds, 
they could right back in, 
especially the Carolina deal 
takes hold. Tomato crops were 
also damaged the strong 
Florida winds and rains, which 
increased the problems root rot 
and fertilizer leaching. But 
harvests are still building toward 
the May-to-July peak. Quality 
should get better the days get 
longer and the air drier. Sweet 
corn struggling; quality okay 
but ear size small. Volume will 
pick around mid-May. 

Harvests other vegetables 
are coming from farther the 
coast. Zucchini and yellow 
squash are out the Carolinas. 
They, too, respond poorly 
waterlogged conditions, but since 
they also recover rapidly, they 
are doing fine. The pea harvest 
has shifted from South Carolina 
the Virginia and Maryland 
regions. Peas will continue strong 
they move closer Boston, 


but they will fade rapidly late 
June, use them their fullest 
now. Cucumber volume has 
made sharp upturn, and the 
end the month, should 
finding unwaxed cukes coming 
from the Carolinas and 
Maryland. 

The New Jersey gardens have 
started ship out nice supplies 
leafy stuff kale, collards, 
and beet greens (which are also 
arriving from Georgia), plus 
scallions, leeks, and Boston and 
romaine lettuces. They are also 
well into their spinach harvest, 
which will continue into July. 
Like most spinach growers, they 
begin the harvest with the 
wintered-over crop (that is, the 
one planted last fall). For 
freshness, choose loose spinach 
rather than the cello-wrapped 
kind. Although loose spinach 
may sandy because being 
harvested after splashing rain, 
easy clean and has much 
nicer flavor. 

The New Jersey asparagus 
harvest has also begun. 
running little late because the 
grass needs warm nights shoot 
up, and the East Coast rains kept 
the nights cool. Fortunately, the 
New Jersey harvest comes just 
the California deal has reached 
its peak. Because the spring 
rains, the California harvest has 
suffered quality and supply 
problems root rot and bacterial 
slime being the culprits. Prices 
responded going and will 
probably stay there for the 
remainder the season, even 
though Washington predicting 
high-quality, heavy harvest. 

West Coast growers ship out 
better-looking stalk than those 
the East Coast. The reason has 
lot with the size farms 
out West, where iarge fields 
encourage the use machines 
field workers still cut the grass 
hand, but they cut while lying 
across low platform that moves 
along the rows. The Northeast 
fields are small comparison, 
and harvests rely the workers’ 
stooping over all day cut the 
stalks. The product this back- 
breaking labor much less 
uniform, but the Jersey offerings 


are fresher they are picked the 
day before. You will just have 
careful selecting bundles 
that have minimal white, woody 
bottoms. 

Local asparagus also moving 
into market. Unfortunately, 
many fields along the 
Connecticut River, formerly 
prime asparagus-growing area, 
have developed fungus that 
prohibits growing decent crop; 
and with substantially reduced 
volume, local grass very 
expensive. 

And fiddleheads, the New 
England sign spring, are 
available for the fleet foot. 
Fiddleheads, which are popular 
raw salads well braised, 
are only around for two three 
weeks. 

Out West, the broccoli, 
cauliflower, and celery harvests 
have had tough time it: seeds 
floated away, little plants 
drowned, and new plantings 
were delayed for two four 
weeks. result, there will 
some gaps supplies, quality 
will variable, and prices up. 

the other hand, carrots and 
artichokes are doing fine. Carrots 
were not hurt the rains, 
since this big time year for 
the sturdy subterraneans, they 
are bargain. 

April was the peak month for 
artichokes. And though supplies 
are still strong, the rains did cut 
into production. Quality was also 
affected the rains have 
produced blemishes and 
shortened shelf life. But the major 
problems will occur next fall after 
the summertime lull. The rains 
caused root damage throughout 
several thousand acres, which 
means these fields must 
replanted (and will take 
year come line). 

Although May traditionally 
one the top four potato 
months, this year may 
different, simply because the new 
California crop took long 
residency under water. The 
potato fields Florida were also 
saturated, but their sandy soil 
dries out quickly. With the new 
crops taking beating, left 
with storage potatoes and much 
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higher prices. This good news 
for the Maine growers, who along 
with other potato farmers have 
suffered through 
oversupply/take-a-loss season. 
Prices, which escalated sharply 
April, may settle down some 
other areas (especially Texas) 
move into market. 


Fruit 

May pretty poor fruit month. 
The best things around are 
melons and strawberries, and 
even these have had their 
problems. Melon harvests have 
finally moved out Central 
America and into Mexico, which 
means better supplies and better 
flavor. The Mexican cantaloupe 
deal was delayed good month 
because bad weather, but now 
these ‘loupes are streaming in. 
Flavor still bit flat. 
Honeydews taste more like 
honeydews than cantaloupes 
taste like cantaloupes. fact, the 
‘dews are downright tasty. But 
with ‘loupes, their prices are way 
there. Again, transportation 
costs make most the price. 
end, Texas will take 
the baton melons, which will 
mean substantial drop 
prices. 

The California strawberry 
harvest has moved take over 
the market from Florida. 
Although there was some rain 
damage early the first 
round berries were pretty 
gnarled because poor 
pollination (bees don’t work 
the rain either) the strawberry 
fields drained well and 
permanent damage the vines 
strawberry month, and this year’s 
weather hold back 
either volume quality.

Arunachalam refers herself 
“consultant.” first, she went 
into the slums talk with 
women who she 
“afraid speak us, standing 
behind their doors.” Slowly they 
began come out and talk about 
their problems; the common, 
chronic one that they described 
was need for credit. 

According India’s 1981 


census, nearly 23,000 women 
worked 
Madras, buying 


goods like fish, vegetables, and 
firewood from wholesalers and 
then selling them the market- 
place. order buy their wares, 
women had borrow money 
from lenders who charged 
much 120 percent annual 
interest. “They were perpetually 
debt,” says Arunachalam. 
“Also, they had rent their stalls 
the marketplace and the 
rent will exorbitant all 
the profit the work goes the 
rent the marketplace and for 
interest for 
purposes.” 

Ironically, there already existed 
national program whereby 
banks could lend small amounts 
money very low interest 
rates the poor, but wasn’t 
used much; few knew about it. 
Arunachalam negotiated with lo- 
cal bankers, who agreed imple- 
ment the program, provided 
some guarantee repayment 
would made. this point, 
Arunachalam went back the 
slums and said, not 
charge you. You think the 
kind organization you want 
percent must come from you.” 

The women organized them- 
selves into groups 20. Forty 
leaders were identified women 
who had rooms market space 
rent, and women whose busi- 
nesses were relatively profitable 
who would act loan guaran- 
tors and responsible for col- 
lecting repayments 
others. Nearly 800 women were 
involved this project 1978, 
first year operation. 
After months, the 
original groups had succeeded 
both raising profits and 
repaying the loans. From that 
first group 800, participation 
grown more than 11,000. 

The impact these loans 
the lives the women involved 
impressive. Recently, gradu- 
ate student from the University 
California 
viewed 300 the participants 
and found their income had 


credit. Arunachalam says the 
researcher “could also see that 
percent were able give their 
children some education. Eleven 
percent were eating better.” 
Nearly all the women involved 
the project were illiterate, but 
responding the banks’ prod- 
ding, many learned sign their 
own names, source great 
pride.

Bow knots and cannoli

eep-fat frying isn’t the 
rage once was, but 


wonderful way cook 


many things, and the only way 
cook some things. One reason for 
waning 
popularity, course, that 
people are making effort eat 
fewer fried foods. But that aside, 
most folks are frightened the 
deep-fat process, and for good 
reason. Few things outside 
Kilauea get hot boiling oil, 
and pot full the stuff can 
foam most frightening 
fashion. But don’t timid; you 
pay attention, you'll have 
trouble. Still, few fundamental 
precautions are order. 

Don’t let anyone anything 
dumb get near the hot fat. That 
goes for athletic dogs, defiant 
cats, and perfectly normal chil- 
dren under 10. Lock them all up; 
the pot gets knocked over, the 
fat, they say, the fire. 

Fill your frying vessel only half 
full oil. Why? For two reasons. 
First all, the oil expensive; 
secondly, will erupt furious 
foaming boil whenever anything 
moist added (as water 
grease fire), you'll need some 
leeway order contain the 
turbulence. 

For everyday deep-fat frying, 
corn oil fine, and are most 
other cooking oils. Some people 
swear solid, white vegetable 
shortening (like Crisco), but 
really doesn’t much matter 
long the oil you use pure. 
When finished frying, you 
can strain the cooked leftover fat 
cheesecloth, decant into some- 
thing (something that won't 
melt), refrigerate it, and reuse it. 
(Don’t decant melted Crisco into 
narrow-necked bottle, you'll 
find yourself faced with inter- 
esting removal problem once the 
stuff cools.) 

Deep-fat frying done 
temperatures the high 300s, 
and certain amount precision 
required prevent the fried 
food from absorbing too much 
oil. Don’t misled cavalier

Gradually add more the flour, 
stirring you go, until 
made dough that soft, but 
cohesive enough that you can 
gather your hands. Put 
the dough and set ina 
cool place for half hour. 

Separate the dough into four 
pieces, and work with them one 
time. Roll piece out thin 
you possibly can 1/16 
inch good, but difficult 
achieve. One-eighth good 
enough, and far more realistic 
goal. Cut the rolled dough into 
six- seven-by-one-half-inch- 
strips. you own zig-zag pastry 
wheel, it’s nice touch use 
for cutting the strips, but not 
necessary. Don’t worry about 
scraps. you end with short 
piece you can toss with the 
rest and one will know the 
difference after it’s cooked. 


Now, flop each strip 


into loose knot like half 
granny. Repeat the rolling, cut- 
ting, and tying with the remain- 
ing three clumps dough. Heat 
your kettle fat between 350 
and 375 degrees, and fry the 
knots few time until 
golden brown. the oil 
temperature, should take less 
than two minutes. When you 
remove the cooked knots from 
the fat, drain them 
towels, then pile them big 
platter and sift confectioners’ 
sugar over the lot.

Stir the cinnamon, orange peel, 
and the quarter cup confec- 
tioners’ sugar into the strained 
cheese. Next, chop the chocolate 
into small pieces (the biggest 
should smaller than choc- 
olate chip and put the 
refrigerator. Cover 
mixture tightly, and put that 
the refrigerator too.

the tyranny the daily commute 
downtown office, and they 
will also bring about major social 
transformation. The attractions 
are many: time saved, energy 
conserved, business overhead 
(money spent costly office 
buildings) reduced. There will 
at-home job opportunities for the 
handicapped and for parents 
small children, and more flexible 
work schedules for everyone. But 
there are negative aspects well: 
the cost establishing the home 
workplace, the loss socializing 
the office, possible loss 
fringe benefits like paid holidays 
and sick time, the threat return 
pressured piecework econ- 
omy, and on. 

Further, the very barriers 
communication that are now be- 
ing overcome along with the 
impenetrability masses facts 
and records have served 
useful purpose. have relied 
privacy, invisibility, and, ul- 
timately, freedom. Before leap 
the chance remove these 
protective confusions, should 
look what will mean for them 
disappear. 

Consider, for example, the tele- 


wire. From the secure and 


private space home office 
connects with the rest the 
world. tend think the 
telephone extension our 
private space; one can invade 
the privacy our conversations 
carried over 
without making physical con- 
nection the particular wire that 
using. Doing that large 
scale requires the cooperation 
phone company, and 
least this country the phone

Now those with com- 
puters have started connecting 
them, too, the phone system. 
paying bills and giving our 
credit-card numbers over the 
phone, either orally via our 
computer keyboards; our infor- 
mation received people 
sitting terminals com- 
puters themselves. Automated- 
teller machines and the “money 
card” machines supermarkets 
are linked the central bank 
computers via phone lines. Your

may for malevolent abuses 
computer power, more press- 
ing concern than violations 
privacy produced the name 
tyranny are those that grow out 
spirit convenience and 
efficiency. The distances between 
are important the links 
forge cross those distances, 
and should aware what 
means come closer one 
another before fasten the 
chain. may that “intimacy” 
and “invasion” are not very 
different. Both the threat and the 
promise computerization arise 
from the same powers and tech- 
nical The immense 
benefits computers are inex- 
tricably tied their potential for 
abuse.

sider that MTV, HBO, and USA 
Network broadcast nationwide. 
With the playlists most radio 
stations extremely tight, and new 
rock acts difficult break, MTV 
now regarded essential 
any marketing strategy. There are 
stories albums being held 
pending the completion video, 
and one company executive ad- 
mits, put out the 
video before even release the 
single certain cases radio 
following MTV and video.” 

For new bands, video the 
fastest way capture attention. 
For established bands, video 
the most convenient way 
maintain audience. For bands 
both categories, video the 
hot new toy. rare instances 
David Byrne’s “Once Life-

Monkey,” David “Fash- 
ion and “Ashes Ashes” it’s 
dazzling form for pop ex- 
pression; but these (and hand- 
ful others) are the exceptions.

The 
first important films conceived 
and shot independent one- 
song projects for promotional 
purposes (about close defini- 
find) were the Beatles’ 
Lane” and “Strawberry Fields 
(1967). Shot film, 
these clips enabled the group 
promote the two-sided single 
while avoiding both the hassle 
touring and the insurmountable 
problem reproducing its studio

fessional-looking clips. Geils’s 
“Freeze Frame,” done Century 
studio, cost “in the vicinity 
$20,000,” plus the fee. 
Michael “Beat It” rang 
$140,000, figure already 
topped “Let’s Dance.” 
With the average 
produced 30-second commercial 
running close $20,000, videos 
are cheap the standards 
most commercial production 
houses. also cheap 
record-company standards when 
you consider costs upward 
$15,000 week put band 
the road opening act the 
old method breaking group.

The sets include full 
opera house, tacky nightclub (note the glowing- 
eyed demon behind singer Martin Fry), and 15- 
foot martini glass. Everyone keeps tongue 
cheek, including the middle-aged polyestered 
extras supposedly come see the band. 
Not meaningful, but classy, smart, and wealthy 
which also Fry’s vision himself. 

David Bowie, “Ashes Ashes” (1980; directed 
David Mallet) 

Bowie’s most ambitious and disturbing video. 
Mallet’s relentless overlaying imagery tracks 
the psychic and physical dissolution three 
characters (all played Bowie) representing 
pillars religion, art, and science. 
Horror-flick camera angles, surrealistic costum- 
ing, and brutal cuts between overloaded colors 
and black and white all add the psychotic 
effect. 

David Bowie, “Fashion” (1980; directed 
David Mallet) 

Just the song’s lock-step rhythm serves 
Bowie’s comment fashion’s mindlessness, the 
video offers acidic lesson how images are 
manipulated. Scenes are repeatedly (and inten- 
tionally) cut either too early too late: the 
camera lingers after rehearsal see one 
anxiety; Bowie wipes his nose with the back 
his hand. Meanwhile, the paying customers, 
costumed while the performers dress normally, 
queue outside the studio/soup line. 

Devo, “Beautiful World” (1981; directed 
Chuck Statler) 

Booji Boy tunes the beautiful world 
‘50s America, which presented series 
black-and-white and newsreel clips. But 
while he’s bopping the surfers and hula 
dancers, less idyllic images start cut it: 
beatings the streets, the Klan, and even 
animated Civil Defense film the effects 
atomic radiation. Without the video, the song 
complete wash. 

Duran Duran, “Girls Film” (1982; directed 
Kevin Godley and Lol Creme) 

This softcore parade from the boy wonders 
video the only clip I've ever seen bring club 
halt.

Peter Gabriel, “Shock the Monkey” (1982; 
directed Brian Grant) 

Gabriel and Grant take page from Bowie and 


Mallet devising this dizzying cascade 
images. They send you seesawing between two 
Gabriels: the normal-looking one dank 
office (his only quirk keeping caged monkeys) 
and white-faced shaman. Grant uses old 
trick from the Avengers series: anything can 
scary enters the shot quickly enough. 
“Shock the Monkey” just pounds the viewer 
one long scream. And though Gabriel’s 
message may more oblique (or just more 
vague) than this clip can make you 
jumpy Gabriel’s hot-wired captive. 

Geils, “Centerfold” (1982; directed Paul 
Justman) 

Filmed Cambridge Rindge and Latin, 
“Centerfold” brings this song homeroom 
horniness alive bringing the fantasy life. 
Peter Wolf the center attention, but the bevy 
schoolgirls (in saddle shoes and letter 
sweaters, and later jiggling around teddies) are 
the stars. Fluid editing makes the tune seem 
smoother than is. 

Paul McCartney, “Take Away” (1982; 
directed Keith McMillan) 

Tug War, McCartney came grips with 
Lennon’s death and the Beatles’ past. “Take 
Away” seemed the exception, but the video 
proves otherwise. shows band’s rise from 
rehearsal home the chance break 
catching ear wowing audience. 
That the band includes Ringo (in perhaps his 
most winning performance since Hard 
Night) and George Martin makes clear who 
talking about. Like Tug War, the film 
uses McCartney’s poppy slickness look back 
with fondness, not tears. Watch for actor John 
Hurt the manager, and for the long tracking 
shot that begins his hubcaps and ends 
his eyes. 

Rod Stewart, “Young Turks” (1981; directed 
Russell Mulcahy) 

cared for fake fun for years, 
but Mulcahy’s fable kids the run gathering 
resistible. Juggling the parched realism two 
lovers’ search for their own roots with the 
beckoning promise pied-piper troupe 
dancers, the video has cheering even 
before realize that Rod the payoff. But he’s 
fine here his microphone antics come across 
exuberant rather than show-offy.

“Make You Happy” 
the only non-original Desperate 
(Chrysalis), the Divinyls’ American de- 
but; and only this 1966 oldie hearkened 
back teenage-queen devotion: give 
you loving all the time/Give you kisses 
just like wine/Do her kisses taste like 
mine?/No! No! No!” 
formance Salem turned the tune’s 
girlish hysterics inside out. She bellowed, 
make you happy (ungh) just like 
your mommy said,” 
abrasive blurt. Mommy warned her boy 
about this kind happiness Amphlett 
made sound like threat. 

The Divinyls were opening for the 
Psychedelic Furs Salem State, and 
warming college concert tricky 
task. But less than halfway through the 
50-minute set, “Science Fiction,” with its 
hard bounce, got all the punks school 
out the dance floor. thought that 
love was science fiction/Until saw you 
today.... Never thought that last 
this long/Always thought that 
drop the bomb.” Earlier numbers 
(particularly “Only Lonely”) had been 
equally light yet lacerating, mixing girl- 
group croon with power riffs, but 
Amphlett science-fantasy banshee 
her most approachable persona.

hree cheers for Earl Hines, who 
sad say died heart attack 
April 22, the age 77. 

First, and most obviously, for Hines’s 
monumental achievement and influence 
pianist. Before his emergence, the 
piano was viewed mini-orchestra, 
and piano styles like ragtime and stride 
were consequently thick, full, and insis- 
tent pronouncing the beat. Hines was 
more interested simulating the flowing 
lines horn soloists, especially 
players, and the time arrived 
Chicago from his native Pittsburgh 
1924, was developing radically new 
keyboard approach. the right hand 
there were single-note melodic im- 
provisations accented with lines played 
octaves and tremolos that simulated 
the shakes and bent tones brass 
instruments. the left hand, Hines 
abandoned the oompah patterns and on- 
the-beat bass lines his predecessors 
favor jarring, irregularly placed chords 
that broke the flow and created unex- 
pected rhythmic tensions.

Another Australian upstart, Angus 
Young AC/DC, wears 
short-pants costume, and 
tatters are meant intimidating 
signal the heavy-metal Aussies back 
home; fact, her faintly obscure nar- 
ratives spring from specific rebellion 
against her native country’s chauvinisms. 
The Divinyls don’t care whether New 
York, London, Los Angeles thinks 
quaint crude: their anti- 
parochial snarl aimed Down Under. 
Chrissie Hynde may articulate more 
about her sexual-combat training, but 
Amphlett reveals fresher wounds. 

There are halfway measures 
Desperate. “Only sways with Lene 
Lovich-like falsetto flutters that detail 
unconditional surrender lover, but 
the fury Harvey and McCree’s tempo 
and Amphlett’s bizzare endearments 
Night 
confirm 
defeated. Male bonding and men 
without women are ingrained into 
experiences that her sex drive 
becomes voracious (“Siren”), flatly 
functional (“Only Lonely”: “If doesn’t 
feel right/When hold you tight/Baby 
brutal means end the Boys 
Town”: “Now want man around/To 
get out here/I just red 
brassiere/To all the boys town”).

Trummy Young and Budd Johnson, the 
Hines band was favorite among Kansas 
City professionals, who reportedly re- 
ferred its music “western swing.” 


Two 1940 recordings, “Boogie Woogie 
St. Louis Blues” and “Jelly, Jelly,” the 
latter with vocal Billy Eckstine, were 
the band’s greatest commercial hits; 
1943, Eckstine and Budd Johnson had 
brought Dizzy Gillespie, Charlie Parker, 
and Sara (as vocalist and 
second pianist) into the fold, and 
band had become the incubator 
bebop. The Gillespie/Parker edition was 
never recorded, but earlier outfits are 
well documented South Side Swing 
(MCA) and The Father Jumps (Bluebird, 
deleted). Hines’s bands always featured 
talented soloists and rhythm players, and

Unlike Earl Hines, pianist John 
Dickson “Peck” Kelley has loomed pri- 
marily legend, second only Buddy 
Bolden, among undocumented players. 
Kelley was born 1899 Houston and 
died there years later, having rarely 
strayed far from home during his life- 
time. known have performed 
beyond the borders Texas only twice, 
and gave working altogether 
1949. Yet his name remembered, 
because musicians who worked with him 
especially Jack Teagarden and Pee 
Wee Russell, both whom were hired 
Kelley while teenagers insisted that 
was technically adroit and 
sophisticated any pianist they ever 
heard. Numerous band leaders offered 
big money for his services, but Kelley 
craved neither the road not the spotlight, 
and turned them all down. was 
equally uninterested recordings, refus- 
ing commit his playing tape. 

the legend. had it. now learn, 
less than two years after death, 
that the pianist permitted the taping 
two 1957 jam sessions organized, his 
request, clarinettist Dick Shannon. 
The results have just appeared the 
double album Peck Kelley Jam (Com- 
modore), and can now hear Kelley, 
well recorded excellent piano, 
stretching out familiar material.

Thus it’s not surprising that 
your average bookstore has 
fewer than books that promise 
help you master new areas 
erudition, raise scores, 
sharpen your test-taking ability, 
fight cavities, and all that. 
closer examination, however, few 
the books are the elixir they 
seem be, for, basically, their 
approach is, “Don’t know the 
answers everything the 
test? Well, learn them.” Weighty 
tomes, they are filled with 50- 
cent words learn, complicated 
theorems manipulate, angles 
obtuse and acute deduce from, 
subject areas review, sample 
tests take, and drills do. The 
problem, basically, that they 
full-time job. 

But nestled “high 
school 600 pages” editions 
book that, simple evening 
two, will show you how reduce 
hysterical shot the dark 
guess. It’s called 
How Beat the SAT (Workman 
Publishing, 1981, $3.95), 
Michael Donner, and belongs 
different shelf from the other 
books. 

What Donner, game theorist 
and the former editor Games 
magazine, has done analyze 
the way the tests are put together 
and formulate number 
simple rules help you reverse 
the guessing vigorish. College 
Scholarship Service officials may 
think all this much 
gamesmanship, but then, 
the same ones who have gone 
considerable effort confound 
and confuse. strategy, 
basically, this: through 
test once quickly, answering only 
the questions that you know 
can deduce easily; the second 
run-through, allow few more 
moments for each unanswered 
question, but “only the knot 
seems unraveling.” During 
the next reading, buckle down 
and try crack the tougher nuts. 
Then, having answered all the 
questions within your ken, now 
faced with those that draw pure 
blanks, it’s time put the 
answering strategy into effect. 

the author advises. you can 
eliminate just one five answer 
choices 100 questions and 
then guess, the odds are 
your overall score some 
points. Eliminating two choices 
out five before guessing the 
remainder should your score 
100 points. guess but 
guess intelligently. How guess 
intelligently? the next 100 
pages, Donner outlines concise 
strategy. His rules, ascend- 
ing order specificity, salience, 
and helpfulness (thus, any 
given case, applying the rule 
specifically tailored that type 
question more likely help 


you divine the right answer than 
the more general rules that apply 
across the board), are easy 
grasp and (more important) easy 
remember. 

Rule one, “Tame 
coaches you that, ceteris 
paribus (look up; it’s likely 
the verbal section), you 
should avoid the answers that are 
the “a,” and “e” columns, 
and avoid marking the same 
column the answer directly 
above below. Donner 
explains, test maker does 
put appreciably fewer correct 
than the laws chance would 
have them contain. Moreover, 
puts two more successive 
answers any one given column 
much less frequently than 
statistical probability.” 

Rule two counsels that you 
avoid non-answers, the “none 
the above” “It cannot 
choices. Those 
choices are usually trap for the 
uncertain test taker; 
statistical analysis shows that 
fewer questions are correctly 
answered that 
probability would suggest. 

Those two rules are extremely 
general their application, sort 
last-ditch guides when there 
general rules, the edge they give 
you less than what can 
gleaned from the rules that deal 
with specific types questions. 
Rule three, for instance: 
all five answer choices form 
close the center (of numerical 
symmetry). Avoid the two ex- 
This rule works because 
the test need hide 
the correct answer. According 
Donner, the test will usually 
sandwich the correct answer be- 
tween number others, rather 
than leaving exposed either 
end. Why? Because has more 
potential fool you that way 
you can err both under- 
calculating; the other hand, 
‘the answer seven, for 
instance was the first 
series, and you came with six 
through rough estimation, 
pick the seven rather than higher 
numbers that follow that choice. 
the analogous questions 
given the College Scholarship 
Service’s Taking the SAT book- 
let, according Donner, none 
had column “a” the correct 
answer, and only one had col- 
umn “e.” applying this rule, 
you will usually eliminate two 
choices, and thus vastly improve 
your guessing odds. 

Rule five advises that you 
“look for the nuclear answer,” 
that is, the one that has the most 
elements common with the 
majority other choices. This 
rule works, Donner says, because 
the test maker wants offer 
specious choices, choices that, 
should you make slight error 
calculation, could lead you amiss. 
However, because makes 
most them similar the 
correct answer, many cases the 
test maker will lead you that 
answer. Donner offers this exam- 
ple: (a) 1.2; (b) 12; (c) 13; (d) 18; (e) 
120. Here, three answers 1.2, 
12, and 120 differ only 
successive multiples 10, which 
could result from slight 
plication error. The other sub- 
group 12, 13, and 18, all 
numbers that are the same 
rough magnitude. The nuclear 
answer here, clearly, 12, since 
part both groups. Thus 
becomes your best guess. Using 
this rule the sample SAT 
test questions for which was 
applicable, Donner guessed right 
nine times without even read- 
ing the questions. “In actual raw

The reason this 
holds true that, his attempt 
disguise the right answer, the 
test maker has included choices 
that overlap include it; thus, 
winnowing out the dross, you 
can usually come with the 
kernel after. 

Rules eight (“estimate the an- 
nine (“work backwards”), 
and (“plug numbers 
are really just common 
sense, things that any intelligent 
test taker will try, 
mitting, before throwing the 
towel and handing his test. 
Rule 11, which suggests simple 
diagram for those questions you 
can’t cipher out mathematically, 
also commonsensical, but 
something that everyone might 
not think of. 

Rule 12, basically derivation 
rule one, gets back track; it’s 
part the survival kit, some- 
thing break out when all hope 
seems lost. says that ques- 
tions that ask which greater, 
avoid the “the two quantities are 
equal” and the “the relationship 
cannot determined” answers. 
(Donner also notes that, since this 
type question offers only four 
fill the spot the 
answer sheet, rule that falls into 
the “keen grasp the obvious” 
category.) Says Donner, “Both 
answer choice (‘The two quan- 
tities are equal,’ neither 
greater) and especially answer 
choice (‘The relationship can- 
not determined’) exhibit non- 
answer qualities some extent 
and should therefore avoided 
Use that rule when 
drawn blank, conjunction 
with the equally applicable rule 
avoid duplicating the answer 
choice the above and below 
questions, and narrowed 
your choices enough hazard 
good guess.

Tufts and Brandeis Universities 
are examples expendable 
schools either ends the 
continuum: one has surplus 
applicants, the other dearth. 
Although both are highly re- 
spected for their educational 
standards, these two schools are 


presently having very different 


experiences. 

For Brandeis administrators, 
the 1983 definition expen- 
dability takes somewhat dif- 
ferent form than does for their 
colleagues Medford. Whereas 
this applications 
Brandeis dropped percent 
(2800 students have applied for 
next year’s freshman class, com- 
pared 3347 one year ago), Tufts 
received 9361 applications 116 
more than last year. 

According Brandeis’s stu- 
dent newspaper, The Justice, 
Brandeis experiencing sharp- 
decline than other expendable 
colleges like Smith, Amherst, and 
Colby.

Brandeis often seen 
narrowly focused 
Brandeis has reputation 
being school with 
concentration “grinds”: stu- 
dents are incensed that the li- 
brary closes p.m.

Another possilble reason for 
Brandeis’s situation may lie its

Why, ‘then, Tufts 
riding high when Brandeis 
having problems?

These in- 
creases are mainly attributed 


cuts federal and state financial 
aid. Raises faculty salaries, 
payments deferred mainte- 
nance costs, and even past library 
purchases have also been cited 
justify the hikes. 

Naturally, admissions officers 
down play the negative effects 
these increases. Brandeis’ Gould 
emphasizes that though federal 
aid dollars are shorter supply 
than five years ago, university 
grants can pick much the 
slack. Behnke maintains 
that despite all the publicity 
about severe cuts federal aid, 
the actual reduction only two 
percent figure that, even 
altered account for inflation, 
should hardly cause parents 
panic. Yet they do. 

The problem may more one 
perception than reality: 
parents are barraged with stories 
massive tuition hikes and 
scanty aid packages, they may 
automatically rule out some col- 
leges, assuming they cannot af- 
ford these schools. Yet, once 
again, tuition woes apparently 
affect expendables differently. 

Gould says that each year, 
tuition increases force Brandeis 
lose slice its appicant pool 
state and local schools. can’t 
continue going 12, 13, and 
percent,” cautions. Gould 
recognizes that, order lower 
even maintain tuition costs, 
the university must stunt its own 
growth and follow strict hier- 
archy priorities. 

Behnke, however, 
cost not major factor 
whether not students attend 
Tufts. claims that Tufts loses 
students mainly schools whose 
tuitions are the same price 
range.

Although the admissions office 
can cite examples English
